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FSO Promotions 1970/CIA Promotions 1969 


1. An analysis of the FS0 1970 promotion data (cited in the 
Department of State News Letter of February 1970) was attempted against 
comparable Agency 1969 promotion data. Cnliy two general conclusions 
were reached. They were: 


a. Both the average ages (of the promotees and non-promotees) 
and the average length of time in grade of the CTIA professionals 
(through GS-13) was greater than comparable FSO's; and 


bd. The FSO's in classes 3 and 2 had "aged" to the point that 
their average ages were fairly comparable to the CIA executives 
of equivalent rank. 


2. In an attempt to ascertain "new trends" in State's personnel 
philosophy, an exploratory telephone call was made to Mr. Albert Hanes 
(FSO 2) in the Performance Evaluation Division, OP/DS for additional 
background data on this exercise. Since Mr. Hanes had worked on this 
_ #50 promotion program, he proved to be very informative. He volunteered 
w the following: . 


a. The FSO class structure is being realigned slowly to meet 
current FS requirements through small annual reductions in 
classes 1, 2 and 3. 


b. Each July the DS prepares a promotion projection for FS 
Classes 1 through 4 based upon anticipated attrition, retirements 
and class numerical limitations. The Selection Boards are, of 
course, notified as to these decisions. 


c. he FSO Corps has been reduced from 3523 (7/1966) to 3274 
(7/1969). vss 


ad. The Wristonization of State employees has resulted in the 
upward climb of the average ages in both classes 3 and 2. 


e. With minimum entry level requirements for junior FSO's in 
1968 and 1969, the FSO-8 class has 26 officers (down from a 1967 
high of 165); the FSO-7 class has 167 officers (dow from a 1965 
high of 429). The FSO-7 class also includes a small number of new 
officers. ,
